“Chiang Ching was So vicious 
that she did not allow People to 
publicize the martyrs (Yang s) 
heroic deeds,，the paper said. 

Mao married Yang in 1920 at the 
age of 27. He later married Ho 
Tzu-chen who was with him 
during the arduous Long Maich in 
the midq-1930s. Ho went to the 
Soviet Union for medical treat- 
ment in 1937. Shortly afterward 
Mao met Chiang Ching，a film 
actress in Shanghai. He divorced 
Ho and married Chiang. 

In 1957 Mao wrote a poem in

Arguments that it is Taiwan's

Gouncils plan to collect exit visa 
applications for -relatives of 
Chinese Americans on the Main- 
land， originally included for- 
warding them to the White 
House，Once received by White 
House officials，the U.S$.， govern- 
ment would then raise the issue 
with Peking，zrequesting the 
Chinese government to grant exit 
visas for relatives of the appli- 
cants so that they might come to 
the U.S. to live. It was believed 
that in initiating this action，the 
Council had received the approval 
of a responsible White House 
SDOkesman， 

However, 下 ast/ West in a recent 
article discussing inquiries with 
the White House as to this matter， 
learned that the previously 
mentioned White House spokes- 
man had left his Position，They 
received a very curt reply from his 
replacement stating that the Plan 
could not be carried out. 工 he new 
official saidq that the State Depart:- 
ment had gone through this kind 
of experience before when the 
U.S requested Communist re- 
gimes in 下 astern Europe to grant 
exit visas to_ relatives of U.S. 
citizens. These attempts were not 
only ineffectual，but caused a lot 
of negative reactions in the prIo- 


2 INQUIRIES 

When Ireturned home from my 
trip to China,a few readers asked 
me 让 工 had questioned anyone 
about the exit visa plan, as well as， 
what sort of reactions 工 had 


-received from the Chinese. 


While in Peking we did _ not 
have an opportunity to meet with 
anyone from the Foreign Ministry， 
The night before we left Peking 
there was a banquet held by the 
Consulate Office, At the banquet 
SoOmeone asked under what con- 
ditions relatives _might be 
permitted to leave. The Consulate 
official stated that therewerethree 
such instances in which this might 
occur, As this question was raised 
by someone else, I felt reluctant to 
bring up the whole matter in- 
volving the National Chinese Wel- 
fare Council realizing this would 
have led to a whole series of addi- 
tional questions which would have 
confused the issue. 

While on the bus enroute to visit 
Peking University，I_ was Sitting 
next to an official. Suddenly，re- 
membering this subject again 工 
casually asked him， “Have you 
Teceived any notification from the 
U.S$. liaison office requesting the 
Peoples”。 Government to allow 
relatives of Chinese Americans to 
go abroadp?” 

He was somewhat perplexed by 
my question. Being a lower level 
cadre， 工 figured he was possibly 
uninformed in regard to this 
matter, .I explained to him that 
some _ Chinese Americans had 
applied through  a eeoncerned 
organization to have their 
relatives come to the U.S$. Having 
been stymied in these _ attempts， 
they requested help from the 
White House. I went on to explain 
that I had heard that the White

House agreed to offer assistance， 
soIwanted to find out whether or 
not any applications had been 
received and how they were being 
handled， Since he was totally 
uninformed，he was not able to 
give me an anSWeI， 
VISIT 

That same evening this comrade 
came to our hotel to especially talk 
with me in order to gain a better 
understanding about all of this, 
did not record our conversation， 
but as far as TI can remember, the 
main gist of his, questions Were as 
follows: “Since the applications 
were prepared individually，how 
could several thousand be col- 
lected so_ suddenly? Were there 
individuals organizing this effort， 
and 证 so,what were their motives 
in doing so? 


He was not a high level official， 
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so_ naturally he was not able to 
answWer the questions I wanted to 
pose, His attitude as to all of this 
can not be said to reflect the 
official consensus of opinion， 
However，his questions and the 
overall inipression he jleft was 
negative， just as the newly 
appointed White House spokes- 
man was in his statements， This 
was the reason why II did not 
pursue the matter with the 
Consulate Office. 

After returning here， 工 saw 
Byron Mok and I told him 让 
seemed as though the Chinese had 
not yet received news of these 
applications. MT， Mok said that 
Peking ought to _be informed as 
they had sent Tepresentatives to 
the Washington liaison office in 
order to _ discuss this matter. 
According to MI.， Mok the view 
held by the liaison office was that 
prior to establishing formal diplo- 
matic relations between the U.9， 
and the PRC，the two countries 
would not discuss any questions 
having to do with immigration， 


Chinese in the Philippines

Now, it is a _ different situation， 
The relationship between groups 
has greatly improved in Our larger 
community，However，there are 
still some Conservative Overseas 
Chinese “who have adamantly 
refused to _ become citizens of the 
country of their residence, This is 
amost unfortunate Situation , 

The governmiental agencies (of 
China) related to oveiseas Chinese 
affairs may not help us directly， 
But they can indirectly assist 
overseas Chinese by urging them 
to _ naturalize. This is the way to 
avoid discrimination anq to gain 
their rights as citizens，which is a 
good deed indeedl
